We made it to San Diopo just 
as planned. The fishing is gr>od 
hnt, as expected it dropped off 
slijfhtly the day I arrived" but Jt 
was jrood enough to talk ahout.

Th* hoat Alahmjra loft at 2 
loaded and I mean loaded with 67 
hearty fishermen all hoping that 
the fishinsr would he as good as 
the day before when 2230 yellow- 
tail were raujfht at, the Corona- 
doB. We Btopped at the bait re­ 
ceiver and picked up 35 scoops of 
sardines and 1fi scoops of ancho­ 
vies. Then I hit the sack.

At 6:30 we dropped anchor 
close enoujrh to South Island to 
walk ashorr without hardly frel- 
tinjr wet. Just after sunrise the 
yellows started. It sp-emed that 
everyone jfot a hookup at the 
samp time. Within 45 minutes 
we had ahout 50 yellowtail in the 
sacks with at least that many 

' more lost. Thon the action slowed 
down with at least 2 or 3 fish 
hooked up at all times. Wo de­ 
cided to move which was a mis­ 
take. Wf tried spveral spots at 
North Island and Middle (irounds 
with only a few fish taken. Fin­ 
ally we movrd hack to the samo 
spot and tho fish cooperated. We 
fished until the bait was jfone 

land the final count wns 112 yel­ 
lowtail and 20 hijr Ronita.

If you plan a trip to San Diejfo 
soon I would take the following 
tackle. Take at least 2 outfits, 
one with a heavy duty reel and 
mono lin" of at lesst 30 pound 
test. The oth*r outfit should be a 
medium rod with a litrht. hait ac­ 
tion and have the repl filled with 
IB or 20 pound mono. Use the 
heavy tackle first with a larpre 
hook like a size one. When thft 
fishing slows down fro to your 
lighter tackle because the fish 
get spooky as the sun comas up. 
This is the best time to go to San 
Diego and the best day to go 
seems to be Mondays as thats the 
day the least fishermen fish. For 
more information call Mel at FA.
